1. The Tula language has no alphabet of its own. 
Those who jformerly Wrote in Tuhi used to employ Mala- 
yalam charaeters; but more recently the Oanarese alpha- 
bet has been adopted both in writing and printing; so the 
latter may now be considered as the modem Tulu alphabet. 

2. In this alphabet there are 15 Vowels, two Medials 

and 34 Consonants.
